CANDIDATES FOR MAYOR 
The war in tics stirred up by splenetic toy 
editors to gain penny circulations, to influence grand 
and petit juries, to protect pocketbooks from libel 
suits, to hold a professional secretary in a bread- 
and-butter job, calls loudly for recruits. Patriotism 
is a mere profession in the leaders of this strife. 
When volunteers are scarce, thé draft is resorted to. 
T recall muss is as confused as a rodeo on 
branding day on the range, when young steers take 
to the plain, helter-skelter, to escape the hot iron. 
The political riders of newspaper hobby horses and 
the agitators (at a salary) are out with lariats try- 
ing to put the noose over the head of some victim. 
Lean rascals are not wanted. Some one who “looks 
good” to the people is needed. But these good- 
lookers are scurrying to cover as fast as fleet feet 
can carry them. In a game of tag among children 
he is unwise who tries to be it.“ Men are wiser, 
und no wise man will be “it” in this political game 
of tag. The recall is known here now by its fruits, 
and the unhappy lot of the office halder is a miser- 
able one under its baleful effects. The silk-sock set 
are trying to recall the Mayor, who, in the parlance 
of Jeff Davis of Arkansas, is considered a “low- 
comb rooster.”

We found that about June, 1007, cer- 
tain people began to acquire titie and 
leases to property in a territory bound- 
ed by Alameda street, Ducommun, 
Aliso and Gracia streets, and shortly 
after this district was crowded with 
houses of prostitution, and rents were 
raised .exorbitantly. However, there 
were in this district so many separate 
owners of property used for this pur- 


pose, which had not changed hands in of 


many years, that we believe their ac- 
tivity to be accounted for by advance 
information that this territory was to 
be made a “red-light district.” 

While the authorities state they 
were slowly endeavoring to drive pros- 
titution out of the city, and in that 
are supported by the fact that these 
women were driven out of many dis- 
tricts and off many streets west of 
Alameda, the fact remains that in the 
territory bounded above they were not 
only never molested, but four brick 
buildings were erected in 1907, their 
architecture denominating them at 
onte as intended for houses of prosti- 
tution, and practically all other houses 
in this territory were faced on Com- 
mercial street, with entrances only 
through private walks to the back, 
thus removing many of the objection- 
able features of this business f 
sight of any casual passer-by. If sden 
houses were legal, perhaps this ar- 
rangement was the best that could 
be evolved. However, this crowding 
of these unfortunate women into a 
Small district gave opportunity to un- 
scrupulous landlords to charge exor- 
bitant rates, and in some instances so 
Gesirable were certain locations that 
the women offered bonuses to länd- 
Jords fer certain rooms, which, need- 
lees to say, were greedily accepted by 

rty owners, who gladly lined 
ir pockets with these. sin-stained 


rs. 
The acquisition of this large amount 
of money from exorbitant rentals in 
the hands of men of such perverted 
moral sense, acquired as it was by 
Violation of the law, was a constant 
ce to official integrity. 

hile we are satisfied from the evi- 
Gence that none of it was used to se- 
cure freedom from prosecution, and 
that the conditions were permitted be- 
Cause of the belief of the officials that 
this was the best way to handle this 
matter, we believe that temptation 
Should be removed by the rigid en- 
eet of section 315 of the Penal 


ode. 

. In concluding this sibject, we will 
State that whether the attempt to 
enforce this law is detrimental! to the 
Public by scattdring these women, we 
still feel that no officer can afford to 
openty fail to follow the plain law as 
@ matter of policy. even ‘though he 
may not consider it for the good of 
the public. 

This grand jury, after listening to 
the whole matter, examining 232 wit- 
nesses on this and other subjects em- 
bracing these charges, spending over 
three months of their time in almost 
continual session, assisted by the Dis- 
trict Attorney. is of the opinion that 
this law can and should be enforced. 

Among the hundred or more charges 
referred to above there were many in 
regard to other matters, all of which

NOTHING AGAINST MAYOR. | 
Perhaps the nearest to a foundation 
Was the charge that the Mayor was 
using his office for the purpose of pro- 
Mating a stock company by selling 
Stock to those who were dependent 
upon his favors. We find in this con- 


nection that the Los Angeles-Utah 


Oil Company was organized by the 
Mayor and his friends over two years 
@g0, and the sale of stock was placed 
In the hands of a syndicate, one of 
whom was the Mayor's secretary, and 
we find that there were undoubtedly 
strong efforts made to sell this stock 
among saioon-keepers and those who 
were in a measure dependent upon the 
favorable consideration of the admin- 
istration. 

There appears to be a great many 
other stockholders, however. in this 
company, and we do not find any evi- 
Genmce that either the Mayor or his 
Police Commission were aware of the 
fact that there was any special effort 
made to sell stock to saloon-keepers 
and others in like positions, and we do 


mot ang any favore were extended to 


any kkholders of the stock com- 
ny. 

We found that the sugar companies 
in which the Mayor was interested 
were ordinary business ventures, in 
which there were associated with him 
many of those who would naturally be 
associated with a man in business 


hie friends and associates.

Treasurer to a Supervisor, or to the 
superintendent of the County Farm, 
without assignment. We recommend 
that the County Treasurer pay no de- 
mands to other than the payee, or as- 
signee, as shown by such demand. 
We find from this report that the 
Board of Supervisors—or the one in 
charge of this work—was entirely too 
free in the expenditure of the public 
money in the improvements made at 
the County Farm, and at the Tax 
Collector's and Assessor's offices at 
Spring and Franklin streets. Among 
the many exorbitant items we note 
especially regular architect fees and 


10 per cent. of the. total expenditure 


for a superintendent, who admitted 
that he seldom inspected the work, 
oo received the munificent sum 


We find that many of the justices 
of the peace are too dilatory in mak- 


ing thelr reports and paying to the 


County Treasurer the amount due by 


them—some have held the money for 


nearly one year. We find that some 
of the justices do not pursue the pol- 
icy of depositing with the Geunty 
Treasurer checks they accept for bail 
money; one justice has 370 checks for 
e each, covering seyeral years, same 
being indorged, yet“ none had been 


collected or deposited with the County 
Treasurer. We recommend that all 


justices of the peace be required to 
deposit all moneys with the County 
Treasurer as the law directs. 

We have made a thorough examina- 


tion of the expenditures of the County 


Farm and find such a lack of sys- 
tem, there being no requisitions in 
the office of the County Board of Su- 
pervisors and no segregation of the 


bills so as to enable us to arrive at 


a just conclusion as te the exact cost 
of any specific item of improvement, 
but the sum total of expenditures for 
said County Farm justifies the con- 
clusion on the part of your committee 
that said improvements have cost the 
county 25 to 40 per cent. more than 
they should have cost. There seems 
to be an utter lack of proper care 
manifested in the cost of said im- 
provements. 

We recommend a system of requisi- 
tions and intelligent checking of all 
deliveries hereafter by the superin- 
tendent of said County Farm, : 

We find the “property account” of 
the county in a very unsatisfactory 
condition; no adjustment has been 
had; said account shows many times 
too much in furniture, and much too 
little in real estate. 


We recommend that the Board of 


Supervisors have an inventory .made 
of the county property, so that the 
“property account” will show the 
true and actual wealth of the county. 

After a thorough examination into 


the books, records and accounts of 


all offices, with the above exceptions, 
we find the business of the county, as 
conducted by each and every officer, 


properly safeguarded and all funds 


handled efficiently and faithfully. 


simply a disgrace to Los Angeles. 
We are glad to know that the City 
Council realizes this fact, and is mak- 
ing arrangements to acquire ‘addi- 
tional voom adjoining the jail, for the 
installation of a modern emergency 
hospital. 


The room used for the storing, of 
photographic and other means of 


identifying criminals, their record 
and description, should be removed 
from this building into one that is 
absolutely fireproof. 

The records now on hand, which 
cost the city hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, and strenuous efforts on the 
part of the department to accumulate, 
are subject to entire elimination, 
— a fire break out in this quar- 
er. A 

We are told many of these 
are impossible of duplication, and the 
destruction of them would mean the 
loss of much valuable information to 
the police department. The present 
quarters are too crowded for effective 
work, and, as we said before, should 
be removed into a building contigu- 
ous to the main jail, into quarters 
which are.absolutely fireproof and 
suitable for the housing of this valu- 
able material. 

HOSPITAL. 

We are pleased to know that the 
Supervisors have let contracts for ad- 
ditional buildings, in which to care 
for the worthy Indigent sick. From 
the description given us of these new 
buildings by the superintendent, we 
should think they would fill the re- 
quirements of the hospital for some 
years to come. In addition to the 
improvements contemplated by the 
hospital authorities, we would recom- 
mend to the Supervisors the purchas- 
ing of a tract of cheap land near the 
mountains, for the purpose of there 


establishing a sanatorium, for the 


care of tubercular patients. The 
plan of caring for these unfortunates 
in large numbers, within the city, 
limits, even on the hospital grounds, 
meets with our disapproval. To pre- 
vent an influx of such patients to 
this county, restrictions should be 
placed upon those contemplating re- 
ceiving the charity of this great com- 
monwealth. 

We find the hospital fairly well 
kept; the comfort ot the patients care- 
fully considered. We would suggest 
the institution of an elevator in the 
administration buildings, so that pa- 
tients could be conveniently and safe- 
ly handled in their removal from one 
building to another. At present, all 
patients unable to walk, are carried 
on stretchers; such mode of transpor- 
tation. may, in many instances, be 
inimical to the life of the person 80 
transported. 

JAILS IN THE COUNTY. 

No. 1, County Jail: We have made 
—in a body—an examination of this 
jail, and it is a pleasure for us to re- 
port that, under the management of 
Sheriff Hammel, it is most excellent. 
it ts very clean and well kept; the 
comfort of prisoners carefully consid- 
ered as to food, bedding and clothing. 
In this regard, too much praise can- 
not be said in its behalf. It certainly 
is a model, penal institution, of which 
the county can be proud. 

We have visited and inspected the 
jails at Pasadena, Long Beach, San 
Pedro, Santa Monica, Venice, Re- 
dondo, Whittier and Pomona. Most 
of these city jails are in very good 
condition; due regard being given to 
sanitation and ventilation. The ex- 
ception being the San Pedro jail, 
which is still the wooden structure 
built by the county over a generation 
ago; it consists of three wooden cells 
in a wooden building, without any 
sanitary conveniences, located in an 
alley. 

The city of San Pedro has recently 
built a new City Hall, and it is the 
purpose of the Trustees to fit tp, in 
the basement, cells for jail purposes, 
so we may expect an early improve- 
ment in jail conditions here; we rec- 
ommend its prompt completion. 

The city jail in Pomona deserves 
our severe condemnation; it is built 
in the basement, under a wooden 
building, known by courtesy as a 
City Hall. The matter of sanitation 
and cleanliness of its unfortunate in- 
mates, fortunately these are few, has 
not been considered from a humani- 
tarian point of view. 

The beautiful city of Pomona, with 
its wealth and educational endow- 
ments, should no longer tolerate such 
a structure to remain in its locality 
than it will take time to build a new 


Sunset boulevard. At the present time | 


a considerable portion of the roadway 
near the top of the ridge is as yet 
impassable for teams. 

It is claimed that this road, as laid 
out, and a portion of which is com- 
pleted in a very thorough manner, will 
ultimately be extended up over the 
ridge and down into the San Fer- 
nando Valley, thus enabling the set- 
tler in that section to get to the coast 
by a route several miles shorter than 
the one leading up through the Ca- 
huenga Pass, by which they travel to 
Santa Monica and other coast towns, 
at present. Before the people of that 
section can secure this benefit, how- 


rever, it will be necessary for the 


county to expend a large sum of 
money, in building a mountain road 
several miles in length. Meanwhile, 
the land company, whose property has 
been made accessible by this work, 
will be the principal beneficiary. 

We call attention to an apparent de- 
fect in our laws governing road ex- 
penditures, which gives the complete 
control of the funds in his district to 
the Supervisor representing the same. 
There should be some limitation to this 
one-man power. 

The general fund is contributed by tax 
payers all over the county, and the 
taking of a large sum from that fund 
for the benefit of one particular dis- 
trict, except under unusual circum- 
stances, justifying the same, should be 
discouraged, if not prohibited. In this 
connection we recommend that the law 
be so changed (if it is at present 
properly construed) as to impose upon 
the county no responsibility for the 
care of roadg and streets laid out upon 
subdivisions,’ the maps of which may 
be accepted by the county. As it is at 
present, it does not seem possible for 

rsons subdividing tracts of land to 

ave the streets and roads thereon im- 
proved at county expense, although of 
no general benefit to the public at 
large. 

We earnestly recommend that the 
Board of Supérvisérs work in harmony 
with the Highway Commission, in 
building permanent roads in the coun- 
ty, and that the present advisory board 
be made a continuous body. 

We recommend in accordance with 
the ideas above expressed that the Dis- 
trict Attorney frame a law and pre- 
sent the same to the present Legisla- 
ture, prohibiting supervisors from tak- 
ing money out of the general tax fund 
for use on county roads, and covering 
the defects -pointed out above. 

(See section 2643 Pol. Code, giving 
right to draw on general fund for 
roads, and Sec. 2712, Pol. Cole, apply- 
ing to bridges.) 

The board has already a general 
road fund and district road fund, and 
over $205.000 for immediate. use each 
year, while the Highway Commission 
will have $3,500,000 of bonds and 83 per 
cent. of the taxpayers have no voice 
in regard to this great expenditure, as 
not a dollar of this money can 
expended in any of the incorporated 
cities of the county. 

We recommend a more thorough and 
systematic system in regard to inven- 
tories of county property, in the hands 
of road foremen; these inventories 
should be made at regular intervals, 
and should be sworn to by the fore- 
man. (See page 557, Sec. 4221 Statutes 
and Amendments to Codes.) 

The boulevard to San Pedro, or right 
of way, should not be less than 200 
feet wide. 

The condition of the tunnel leading 
to the Courthouse, from New High 
street, is not only unsanitary, but its 
appearance is such as to create an 
unfavorable impression on the minds 
of tourists and others who have occa- 
sion to pass through it. 

The prisoners in the City and Coun- 
ty ja known as the “chain gang.“ 
should be kept off the main traveled 
highways as much as possible, par- 
ticularly during the hours when chil- 
dren are on their way to and from 
school. 

‘PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

The schoolhouses of Los Angeles city 
are kept clean, and on the whole they 
are in a sanitary condition. Since the 
Collinwood disaster of a year ago, ad- 
ditional exits and fire escapes have 
been provided by the Board of Educa- 
tion, and these, together with the regu- 
lar fire drills, which are held in each 
building, provide perhaps as much se- 
curity against loss of life by fire as 


can be attained with buildings of the 


structures in Pasadena, Long Beach 
or Redondo. 
WHITTIER STATE SCHOOL. 
The interests of Los Angeles county 
are considerable in this institution, as 
we furnish a number of the inmates.

Our inspection of the buildings, |

of the entire institution. 


We recommend concerning the 
pumping plant owned by the county 


and situated one and one-half miles 


from the farm buildings, and which 


carries a fall of seventy-three feet 


along the distance, that the water be 


conveyed through a 12 or i4-inch pipe 


to a reservoir, to be erected at the 
rear of the buildings or home place. 
This well has a capacity of 120 min- 


ers inches, and would supply all wa- 


ter needed on the property. This ex- 


pense could be overcome by the coun- 


ty selling the water shares it now 
owns in the Arroyo Diich and Water 


Company, and is spread over the land 
at much greater expense than the 


scheme. suggested; furthermore, we 
are sertain sufficient power could be

ng. 

We find nearly # per cent. of the 
inmates of the institution could not 
be termed residents of this county, 
and should not be a burden foisted 
upon us. We therefore recommend 
careful and considerate investigation 
of all applicants for admission by the 
proper authorities, There are 239 in- 
mates, 37 of whom are women. 

Our attention was attracted to the 
clean and neat appearance of the mild 
insane ward, and commend those in 
charge of this institution. 


‘THE CITY JAIL. 
This was built at a time when the 


population of Los Angeles was less 


than one-third of the present number 


of inhabitants. Even at that time, an 


utter disregard for the health of its 


inthates was had. On our inspection, 
considering its construction, the jail 


was kept as well as could be. We find 
that ordinary care is exercised for its 


| Cleanliness, and so-called comfort of 
its inmates. 


We would recommend the building 
of a new fireproof jail in some other 
place, near the center of the city, 
using the present structure as a Cen- 
tral Station House, for the !ncarcera- 
tion of offenders convicted, or held in 
custody for minor breaches of the or- 
dinances.

Her Daughter Flees from the 
Dreaded Plague. 


Dying, Aged Suff erer Calls 
for Her Child. 


Nurses All Refuse to Care 
for Her Needs. 


VISALIA, Feb. 9.—Deserted by her 


they discovered that she was suffer- 
ing from leprosy, Mrs. Maud Butcher, 
of Porterville, is in the local hospital, 
a charge upon the community and to- 
tally destitute. Her case has attracted 
the attention of the authorities. as the 
woman is past 80 years of age. 

Mrs. Butcher was discovered alone 
and uncared by neighbors in Por- 
terville two weeks ago. When in- 
quiries were made for her daughter and 
her daughter's husband, Franklin Aus- 
tin, it was that both had 
left town and the old woman, for fear 
of the disease.
